The Mississippi Siver Eighty 


Miles Wide at Places, 


St. Louis March 24.—A special from 


Caruthersvilie says: The nver rose 
here one men and a quarter during i!4 
hours, and continues to weaken the 
levees. The encouragement of three 
days ago is departing as day after day 
the government reports bulletin the 
rise from Cairo up. The situation here 
is serious. A terrible windstorm and 
three-sixteenxh of an inch rainfall oc- 
curred Monday night, and the wind 
blew a gale yesterday. The situation 
across the river grows more alarming 
every day. The loss of life, of proper- 
ty and of hve stock is frightful. 


On one little saw dust heap, half an 


acre square, near Tiger Tail Mill, on 
the Tennessee side, were crowded 20 
people and 100 of live stock, but all 
were picked up by one of the relief , 
tugs and carried to Dyersburg. The 
crevasse just below town is today ' 
more than 1,200 feet wide, and the 
water is pouring into the 
country. , 


Contrary to expectations, this water is 
now driving families out in the upper 
end of the county. The steamer Ver- 
ona is now near Tyler, and is expected 
here with another barge of people and 
stock. 


A guard shot a man below here on 


the Arkansas levee the other night, 
whom he detected in the act of cutting 
the levee, and threw his carcass in the 
river. No one knew his name, and no 
one cared. 


If the river rises six inches more it 


will sweep over the top of three miles 
of levee north of here, unless the peo- 
ple are able to keep ahead of the rise, 
which they hope to do. The water is 
now 18 inches above the crown of the 
old levee. 


Every square inch of available room 


is occupied by refugees from the flood- 
ed districts. Three families are occu- 
pying two deserted school houses, and 
one family is in the new jail. The 
Methodist church is full, and refugees 
now are occupying the two gin., and 
-grift jam*. 


There la .six inches of water in the 


Gayoso courthouse. Only two houses 
are above water there, and the rest of 
that town has from four inches to six 
feet of water. 


The relief boat Vadalia just arrived 


with a barge load of people and live 
stock from the Bends, between here 
and New Madrid. The captain says 
that many would not leave. It is clear, 
but the wind is blowing a gale. 


Captain W. R. McCoy, of the Anchor 


line steamship Bluff City, returned 
yesterday from a trip through the en- 
tire overflowed valley south of Cairo. 
Concerning: the damage and loss of 
life Captain McCoy said: "So far the 
damage in the flood district around 
Memphis has not been as great as the 
general public suppose. I was particu- 
lar to inquire, as we came up the river, 
whether there had been any loss of 
life, but so far as I was able to learn 
there had been none. In the district 
around Memphis there has been heavy 
loss from the drowning of hogs and 
cattle, but as a general rule there have 
been very few horses lost. 


"In front of Memphis the river is 


40 miles wide, having broken through 
the levees and spread out into a vast 
lake, reaching clear across to Madison, 
In an unbroken stretch. The town of 
Marion. Ark., is under water, and the 
only railroad that is running is the 
Iron Mountain. 


"The overflowed district as it stands 


at present extends from 80 miles below 
Memphis to Point Pleasant 150 miles 
above Bluff City. The average width 
is probably SO miles, and the average 
depth, except in the bed of the river, 
Is from three to seven feet. There will 
be no early crop from that region this 
year. This will constitute the heaviest 
part of the flood losses, I think."

The Mississippi Kiver Eighty 
Miles Wide at Places, 


St. Louis March 24.—A special from 
Caruthersville 
says: 
The river rose 
i here one inch and a quarter during: Hi 
1 hours, and continues to weaken the 
levees. The encouragement of 
three 
days ago is departing* as day after day 
the government reports bulletin the 
rise from Cairo up. The situation here 
is serious. A terrible windstorm and 
three-sixteenth of an inch rainfall oc­ 
curred Monday night, and the wind 
blew a gale yesterday. The situation 
across the river grows more alarming 
every day. The loss of life, of proper­ 
ty and of live stock is frightful. 


On one little saw dust heap, half an 
acre square, near Tiger Tail Mill, on 
the Tennessee side, were crowded 20 
people and 100 of live stock, but all 
were picked up by one of the relief 
tugs and carried to Dyersburg. 
The 
crevasse just 
below 
town is today 
more than 1,200 feet 
wide, 
and the 
water is pouring 
into the 
country. 
Contrary to expectations, this water is 
now driving families out in the upper 
end of the county. 
The steamer Ver­ 
ona is now near Tyler, and is expected 
here with another barge of people and 
stock. 


A guard shot a man below here on 
the Arkansas levee the other night, 
whom he detected in the act of cutting 
the levee, and threw his carcass in the 
river. No one knew his name, and no 
one cared. 


If the river rises six inches more it 
will sweep over the top of three miles 
of levee north of here, unless the peo­ 
ple are able to keep ahead of the rise, 
which they hope to do. The water is 
now 18 inches above the crown of the 
old levee. 


Every square inch of available room 
is occupied by refugees from the flood­ 
ed districts. Three families are occu­ 
pying two deserted school houses, and 
one family is in the new jail. The 
Methodist church is full, and refugees 
now are occupying the two g in , and 
grist mill«. 


There is six inches of water In the 
Gayoso courthouse. 
Only two houses 
are above water there, and the rest of 
that town has from four Inches to six 
feet of water. 


The relief boat Vadalia just arrived 
with a barge load of people and live 
stock from the Bends, between here 
and New Madrid. 
The captain says 
that many would not leave. It is clear, 
but the wind is blowing a gale. 


Captain W. R. McCoy, of the Anchor 
line steamship 
Bluff City, 
returned 
yesterday from a trip through the en­ 
tire overflowed valley south of Cairo. 
Concerning the damage and loss of 
life Captain McCoy said: “So far the 
damage in the flood district around 
Memphis has not been as great as the 
general public suppose. I was particu­ 
lar to inquire, as we came up the river, 
whether there had been any loss of 
life, but so far as I was able to learn 
there had been none. 
In the district 
around Memphis there has been heavy 
loss from the drowning of hogs and 
cattle, but as a general rule there have 
been very few horses lost. 


"In front of Memphis the river is 
40 miles wide, having broken through 
the levees and spread out into a vast 
lake, reaching clear across to Madison, 
In an unbroken stretch. The town of 
Marion, Ark., is under water, and the 
only railroad that is running is the 
Iron Mountain. 


“The overflowed district as it stands 
at present extends from 80 miles below 
Memphis to Point Pleasant, 150 mile3 
above Bluff City. The average width 
is probably SO miles, and the average 
depth, except in the bed of the river, 
is from three to seven feet. There will 
be no early crop from that region this 
year. This will constitute the heaviest 
part of the flood losses, I think.”

Man and the Mammoth. 


A remarkable discovery was made a 
few years ago in the sandstone rook at 
the Nevada State Prison. 
Tho “ find” 
was considered wonderful, not only 
from a geological standpoint, but from 
an ethnological point of view also. 
While the convicts at tho institution 
were unearthing some huge blocks of 
stone they uncovered some peculiar in­ 
dentations in one of the slabs. Closer 
investigation proved that these queer 
marks were the tracks of some gigan­ 
tic beast of antediluvian time—per­ 
haps a mastodon or a mammoth. 
When the startling intelligence was 
announced to the prison officials they 
had the sandstone slabs containing the 
tracks carefully cleaned, whereupon 
another 
wonderful 
discovery 
was 
made. 
In the same pieces of stone, 
sometimes at the side and sometimes 
between the tracks mado by the great 
prehistoric beast, were a series of 
human footprints, which proved con­ 
clusively that man and the mammoth 
lived not only at the same time and. 
in tho same age, but that tho huge 
beast and the man had imssed that 
way during the samo year, and p e r­ 
haps on tho same day. 
These wonder­ 
ful relics of a by gone age were found 
in a quarry at a depth of about fifteen 
foet from tho surface and had pre­ 
viously been covered with a stratum 
composed of hundreds of tons of stone 
—the accumulation of the ages that 
had intervenod between the date upon 
which the tracks were made and that 
upon which they were revealed to the 
scientists. 
Expert 
geologists who 
have sihce j)assed an opinion on tho 
matter say that at the time the tracks 
were made that which is now hard 
sandstone was a “ mucky” deposit of 
soft sediment, probably the border of 
a lake, where the man had been fishing 
and where the mammoth had come to 
bathe or drink« 


WELFARE OF WORKING WOMEN. 


The Consumers’ League is an or­ 
ganization of New York ladies inter­ 
ested in the welfare of working women 
and girls. 
They havo published a 
“ white list” of retail houses, and in 
connection with it oiler much valuable 
advice to shoppers and salespeople. 
The league aims at the amelioration 
of tho condition of workmgwomen, 
and appeals to shoppers, when annoyed 
by apparent indifference or careless­ 
ness, to consiier the hard labor, long 
hours and beggarly salarios of those 
who serve them. 
This is all very well 
considered ethically; but, as the league 
acknowledges, the saleswomen in the 
shop which, of all in New York, “ gives 
its employes the greatest number of 
privileges, have been so notoriously 
rude in thoir treatment of the public 
that ladies have given that reason for 
not patronizing i t ; ” and praotically 
shoppers are always irritated and often 
exasperated by tho importinenoe of 
the ordinary run of theso attendants. 
The question of manners and consider­ 
ation is of far more importance to tho 
saleswomen than to tho customers. 
The customers are not obliged to sub­ 
mit to bad m anners; they can go else­ 
where. 
The bad manners of salesmen, 
and particularly of saleswomen, are one 
of the misfortunes of modern life. 
This criticism is not so true of the 
men as of tho women. 
The fault of 
tho men when they try to be polite, 
especially with ladies, is coarse fa­ 
miliarity, 
The fault of the women is 
rudeness and indifference, especially 
toward other women. 
They affect not 
to see them when they enter 
the 
store, not to hear them when they ask 
to see goods; fling the article #asked 
for before them, and resume a conver­ 
sation of their own with their mates, 
making it difficult for the customer to 
attract their attention again. 
“ I am 
as good as you, and I want you to 
know it, though I am a saleswoman,” 
expresses the feeling at the bottom of 
much 
rudeness 
and 
indifference.

But in these times farmers 
who are not wealthy have begun to 
learn that to make money they must 
do as the wealthy do, especially in 
methods of feeding their stock. What 
pays one will pay another, and no man 
isso poor that he canuot buy what 
makes really cheaper feed than what 
he grows on his own farm. 
Many a 


farmer feeds timothy hay when his 
stock would do better if he should sell 
that and buy wheat bran or middlings, 
with oil meal or grain, and feed this 
with cut-grain straw to furnish the 
carbonaceous nutrition for sustaining 
animal heat. The carbon of hay is no 
more digestible than is that of'straw, 
except that the hay has ia itself more 
of the nitrogenous material required 
to make a perfect ration.

Whenever you lind a bird in that con- 
dition the tirst move to make is to re- 
move it from the flock and put it in it 
dry, 
iv^rm, well ventilated room. 


Then take a comaiou sewing machine 
oil can into •which put su ounce of 
camphorated sweet and ten drops ot' 
carbolic acid; force a little of this 
into each nostril and a few drops 
down the throat. 
If you h>ive any o: 


the roup pilis, give one. If DO 
give a two grain qninina pill twice 
a day and a lump of hypo-sulphate of. 
socla about the size of a pea, also twics 
a day. Give pleutv of freah, purs 
water ro drink and feed on soft food, 
given warm. This is for the bird iu 
the first stages, but after the bird gets 
so bad that matter is exuded from the 
nostrils and the breathing is hard and 
difficult, the best, cheapest and only 
safe remedy is the hatcher. The dis- 
ease, after it passes the first stage, is 
highly contagious and there is great 
danger in keeping it on the premises. 


AETICHOKES AND HOGS. 


As I have had sDme experience in 


raising artichokes for hog?, and ia 
feeding them, I will give you eome 
idea of results and my method of grow- 
ing them, writes C. H. King. 


The artichokes raised were of the 


white French variety, and were planteJ 
about the middle of April, or as early 
as the ground couLl be prepared. Ar- 
tichokes are like many other farm 
products; they will not do their best 
under careless cultivation, if you raise 
them for profit, and not for a crop of 
weeds it will pay you to cultivate them 
thoroughly. Any lend that is suitable 
for Irish potatoes will give good re- 
salts in artichokes. Prepare groun 1 
well and plant in rows three feet apart, 
and one foot apart iu rows. 


My hogs ran on clover pasture with 


access to large woorfs pasture bearing 
large quantities of acorns, until about 
October 1, when they are turned into 
the artichokes. 
While on clover they 


require some corn, but after running 
in the field of artichokes for a few days 
they generally refuse corn when offered 
them. I know of no way of fattening 
hogs faster or of making firmer meat 
or meat with a better flavor thau tbis; 
besides saving tho cost of harvesting 
your hog feed. 
A no1, moreover, yon 


cau raise as much feed on one acre of 
artichokes as on Jive acres of corn, 
and with less work and expense per 
acre. 


Of course when tbc ground is frozen 


the hogs will eat, au<l must have corn; 
but at other times the oaly attention 
they will need is to see that they 
have plenty of water, and water that 
is good. Hot a natty filthy mad pud- 
dle. 


If a second crop is desired from the 


same ground it can be thrown out- in 
rows tbrce!feet apart the second spring 
and by cultivating iiatween these rows 
to keep the ground dear, it will pro- 
duce a crop quite as good as the first. 
If you don't wish to cultivate the sanrs 
spot again it will produce the second 
year t, crop of hay that will be relished 
by cattle though horses do not care 
for it. Cows like artichokes also, 
though I don't remember that I jever 
saw one rooting them up as the hogs 
do.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

BEST USE OF STOAW. 


I t needs a wealthy farmer to make 
the best use ot straw as feed. 
This is 
an old saying among farmers, and its 
moral is that straw is only profitably 
fed with concentrated nutrition in 
grain and oil meal, which wealthy 
farmers aro most likely to purchase 
and feed. 
But in these times farmers 
who aro not wealthy have begun to 
learn that to make money they must 
do as tho wealthy do, especially in 
methods of feeding their stock. W hat 
pays one will pay another, and no man 
is so j>oor that ho cannot buy what 
makes really cheaper feed than what 
he grows on his own farm. 
Many a 
farmer feeds timothy hay when his 
stock would do better if he should sell 
that and buy wheat brau or middlings, 
with oil meal or grain, and feed this 
with cut-gram straw to furnish tho 
carbonaceous nutrition for sustaining 
animal heat.

Give p ten tv oi fresh, pure 
water to drink and feed on soft food, 
given warm. 
This is for the bird in 
the first stages, but after the bird gets 
so bad that matter is exuded from the 
nostrils and the breathing is hard and 
difficult, the best, cheapest and only 
safe rem edy is the hatchef. 
The dis­ 
ease, alter it passes tho first stage, is 
highly contagious and there is great 
danger in keeping it on the premises. 


ARTICHOKES AND HOGS. 


As I have had SDrue experienco in 
raising artichokes for hogs, and in 
feeding them, I will give you some 
idea of results and my method of grow­ 
ing them, writes C. 1*1. King. 


The artichokes raised were of tho 
white French variety, and wore planto-l 
about the middle of April, or as early 
as the ground coul I be prepared. A r­ 
tichokes are like many other farm 
products; they will not do their best 
under careless cultivation, if you raise 
them for profit, and not for a crop of 
weeds it will pay you to cultivate them 
thoroughly. 
Any laud that is suitable 
for Irish potatoes will give good re* 
suits in artichokes. 
Prepare g ro u n l 
well and plant in rows three feet apart, 
and one foot apart in rows. 


My hogs run on clover pasture with 
access to large woods pasture bearing 
large quantities of acorns, until about 
October 1, when they are turned into 
the artichokes. 
While on clover they 
require some corn, but after running 
in tho field of artichokes for a few days 
they generally refuse corn when offered 
them, 
I know of no way of fattening 
hogs faster or of making firmer meat 
or meat with a better flavor thuu th is ; 
besides saving tho cost of harvesting 
your hog feed, 
And, moreover, you 
can raise as much feed on one aero of 
artichokes as on iivo acres of corn, 
and with less work and expense ycr 
acre. 


Of course when the ground is frozen 
the hogs will eat, and must have corn ; 
but at other times the only attention 
they will need is to see tin t they 
have plenty of water, and water that 
is good. 
Not a natty filthy mud pud­ 
dle. 


If a second crop is desired from the 
same ground it can bo thrown out in 
rows threo'feet aj^nrt tho second spring 
and by cultivating between these rows 
to keep the ground clear, it will pro* 
duce a crop quite as good as tho first. 
If you don’t wish to cultivate the same 
spot again it will produce the second 
year a crop of hay that will be relished 
by cattle though horseB do not care 
for it. 
Cows like artichokes also, 
though I don’t remember th at I .ever 
saw one rooting them up as the hogs 
do.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

If the cost of marketing the crop ot 
a county can be reduced by ten per 
cent, through the building of good 
roads, that county will find good roads 
a pav'ng 
invpstnient. 
Good roads 
once built will last almost forever, and 
the cost ol maintaining them is rela­ 
tively 
smaller 
the 
better 
they 
are built in the first place. 
Crops are 
marketed year after year, and the u n ­ 
necessary expenditure of time and effort, 
the unnecessary wear and tear on wag­ 
ons and harness, resulting from bad 
roads, 
repeat 
themselves 
annually. 
Money spent on good roads is an in ­ 
vestment which pays handsome annual 
d !vidends. 
They are as certain, too, 
as the 
annual return ot the warm 
spring sunshine 
after the, Irost and 
snows of winter. 
Good roads are a 
most profitable investment. 


It has been estimated that five hun­ 
dred million tons of farm produce are 
hauled to market annually in the U n it­ 
ed States, and that the cost of m arket­ 
ing it is two dollars per ton, or just 
about one billion dollars. 
This is not 
money paid out, but is the value of 
the time spent by farmers with their 
teams in marketing crops, or what these 
men and teams would have earned if 
they had been hired for cash to do this 
amount of hauling. 
The secretary of 
the Farmers’ National congress and the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture agree in this estimate. 
They fur- 
thur agree in estimating that about 60 
per cent, of this vast amount or $600,- 
000,000 would be .<aved each year if 
the farmers were able to do this haul­ 
ing over good roads. 


This, then, is the amount of the a n ­ 
nual mud tax to which we have been 
submitting. 
Railroads, telegraphs and 
steamboat lines have been assisted by 
the states and subsidized by the gov­ 
ernment, but nothing has been done 
for the common country road. 
The 
farmers alone have had to build coun­ 
try roads, without assistance from the 
cities, from wealthy corporations or 
from the State. 
Every citizen will be 
benefitted by the construction of good 
roads, directly and 
indirectly, and 
every taxpayer should contribute his 
share to their cost. 
No wonder the 
farmer opposes the good roads move­ 
ment, if he alone is to stand ' the ex­ 
pense. 
H e has rightly suggested that 
he should be assisted through the medi 
um of a state road tax, under a system 
' of State aid, as now employed in New 
Jersey, C onnecticut and Massachusetts. 
— Ex. 


A bill was introduced in the State 
Senate last week which provides for the 
creation of the office of excise commis* 
sioner, with a long retinue of deputies 
and clerks. 
The chief commissioner, 
if the bill becomes a law, will be ap 
pointed by the Governor and will have 
a salary of $3,700 per year, with $1, 
200 for expenses when he is traveling 
outside of Harrisburg. 
His chief dep­ 
uty will get $2,000 and $1,200 travel­ 
ing expenses, and t ere will be clerks 
who will not get less than $1,200 per 
year. 
In counties having 150,000 in­ 
habitants there will bp located all the 
year around deputies who will pet $2,- 
000 per year, and if, in ihe judgment 
of the chief commissioner, it is found 
necessary to have deputies in any other 
counties, he can appoint l^em. 
It is 
safe to say that it would be found nec­ 
essary to have a deputy in every coun- 
t3'— all at the expense of the State. 
It 
might be supposed that there was cry­ 
ing necessity for this new commission, 
but the only duty that it will have to 
perforin is to watch for violations of 
the liquor law. 
Why have we a police 
force 111 the State and a constabulary 
if they are not to watch for violations 
of the liquor law? 
And why should a 
lot of useless officers be created at an 
expense of thousands of dollars a year, 
at a time when the State can ill afford 
to spend uselessly one cent, just to 
keep an eye on the violators of the 
liquor law? 
Just previous to the be 
ginning of the present session of the 
legislature Governor Hastings placed 
himself 011 record as against the crea 
tion ot any more offices in State. 
If 
this bill should be passed— and there 
is no reason why it should— the gov 
ernor will have a chance to wield the 
veto axe, and he has repeatedly said he 
will do so. 
We want no excise com ­ 
missioner in this Stale. 
There are 
enough useless- officers now.— Harris­ 
burg Telegraph. 


The thread and nedle tree of Mexi 
co is ore of the wonders of that coun­ 
try.

ORDINANCE 


Regulating the Water Supply 
and the use thereof in the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it cnartcd and ordained by the Bur­ 
gess and Town Council of the* Borough 
of Now Oxford and it is, hereby, enacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1* 
The water of the Borough Water 
Plant shall not be used by any person 
who shall not, fi st, have obtained z per­ 
mit signed by the Chairman of the Water 
Committee, or some member of said Com­ 
mittee duly authorized and appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


2. No attachment shall be made to the 
main pipe, or, detachment from it, ex­ 
cept under the direction and control of 
the said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment be made to any 
consumer’s service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in the permit, until 
the same has been entered upon his or 
her permit. 


3. 
All water rents shall be paid quar­ 
terly’. 
Failure to pay the same within 
30 days after it is due may be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinue the use of the 
water, and it may detach the branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4 
Any member of the Water Com­ 
mittee shall have the right, at all reason­ 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur­ 
pose connected with the use of the water 
and the interest of the said Borough. 


5. It shall be the duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy­ 
drants and faucets in e^ood repair, so

No 
consumer will be allowed to supply water 
to others except bjr permission of the 
Water Committee. 
If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have tho sup­ 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


6. 
In sprinkling yards or gardens, 
washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a laiger opening 
than ¿-inch is forbidden. 


7. 
Water from the fire-plugs to be 
used only in case of fire and at no other 
time, without special authority from the 
Water Committee; and if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extinguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen­ 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$50. 


8. 
Any person wishing to discontinue 
the water, shall give notice thereof at 
least 10 days previous to the end of a 
quarter, otherwise rent will be charged 
for the ensuing three months. 


9. 
Any fraudulant misrepresentations 
in regard to the use of water, or any 
willful or negligent waste of the same 
shall be deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. 
Should the supply of water at any 
time be stopped for any cause, the Bor­ 
ough shall not be liable for damages. 


11. 
Any person who shall, without 
written permission, open communica­ 
tion with the water maiu, or other ser­ 
vice pipe, or tui*n the water on when 
turned off by the Borough, or open, ex­ 
cept in case of fire or injure any fire hy­ 
drant, or cause any contamination of the 
water supply, will, by law, be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


12. 
The Borough reserves the right to 
restrict the water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment may be 
found necessary. 


18. 
The box on the inside of the curb 
lino and the stop-cock on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall be under the exclu­ 
sive control of the Borough« 


14. 
Any person violating any part of 
this Ordinance and having their water 
supply cut off, by reason of the same, 
shall not have it restored, except by 
special permit of the said Borough.

MANAGING SHEEP MANUBE." 


The best way to manage with sheep 


in winter is to keep them at night in a 
dry and storm-proof enclosure, bed- 
ding them well to begin with, and each 
day spreading a little straw over that 
which has become wet or soiled. The 
thorough tramping which this manure 
pile will get will prevent it from heat- 
ing, so long as the weather is cold. 
But as it receives all the liquid as.well 
as solid excrement of the sheep, this 
manure is very rich, and will heat 
rapidly ns soon as it is forked up and 
thrown into heaps. 
It is usually got 


out of doors for this, as the manure 
needs all the rain that will fall upon 
it.

nure will be better for any kind of 
crop than tho piled-np horse find cow 
manure that has been decomposing 
half the winter, and has in its centre 
lost much of its value by liro lunging.

Milk may be set for cream in various 


kinds of vessels and under different 
conditions. The poorest method is to 
eet in shallow tin pans or crocks on 
pantry shelves or in a cellar. Milk 
thus eet is exposed to a greater air 
contact than when set otherwise, and 
so is more liable to be affected by 
injurious odors, by diseases trans 
mitted through the atmosphere, and 
by heat and cold. Milk HO set will 
oftentimes rapidly sour, or in very 
cold weather may ireeze. If it sours 
badly in summer, when skimmed, 
curds will be likely to get in the cream 
and remain more or less in the batter 
after churning, forming white spots, 
thereby seriously injuring the quality 
of the butter. Or if the milk or cream 
freezes, aa inferior grade of batter 
will be made from it. 


If cream is to be'secured by setting 


milk, the best plan will be to set the 
milk in round tia cans, abont eight- 
een inches deep and eight inches in 
[liameter. If the cnn is placed in ice 
water or cold spring water, to the 
height of the muk iu the can, the con- 
ditions for cream separation will be 
greatly improved, especially if inside 
a refrigerator 
or creamer. 
This 


method helps keep the milk at a uni- 
form temperature, and enables tbe 
cream to rise to best advantage. Such 
cans as these, open at the top, arc 
commonly known as "shotgun" cans, 
and may be bought of dairy-supply 
houses, or cas be made by any good 
tinner.

mer from the surface, or by means of 
a faucet or valve at the bottom of the

BEARING ANGOBA KIDS. 


The following is from the admirable 


paper on how to succeed in the Ango-

MANAGING SnEEP MANURE. * 


The best way to manage with sheep 
in winter is to keep them at night in a 
dry and storm-proof enclosure, bed­ 
ding them well to begin with, and each 
day spreading a little 6traw over that 
which has become wet or soiled. 
The 
thorough tramping which this manure 
pile will get will prevent it from heat­ 
ing, so long as the weather is cold. 
But ns it receives all the liquid as.well 
as solid excrement of the sheep, this 
manure is very rich, and will heat 
rapidly as soon as it is forked up and 
thrown iulo heaps. 
It is usually got 
out of doors for this, as the manure 
needs all the rain that will fall upon 
it. 
The pile should be turned over at 
least once, so as to put tho outside of 
the heap inside, and vice versa. 
It 
will then be considerably reduced in 
bulk, and its strawy material will be 
decompoFed into mould. 
Such ma­ 
nure will bo belter for any kind of 
crop than tho pited-up horse and cow 


skimming, where the milk was skimmed

REARING ANGORA KIDS. 


The following is from tho admirable 
paper on how to succeed in the Ango­ 
ra industry, by G. A, Hoerle, late 
Secretary American Mohair Growers* 
Association: 


If kidding in 
winter, tho ewes 
should have a good warm stable, and 
their grain allowance may be some­ 
what increased, but on 
pound bran, 


I pound oil meal and { pound corn- 
meal or middlings, aud 
to three 
pounds hay per day, any ewe can raise 
her kid aud keep fat. 
It* a warm 
stable and the necessary food can be 
provided, kidding in winter may be 
considered most advantageous, but 
simply a shed to protect them against 
rain would not be sufficient every­ 
where, and without warm stabling 
and extra feeding, kids should not 
drop in Texas, and countries of simi­ 
lar character, before tho new foliage 
is beginning to appear, to enable the 
ewe to supply the full quantity of 
milk necessary for the young kid’s 
rapid development.

kid has dropped, take it with its 
mother to a protected place, shed or 
barn ; drive a stake, with a soft string 
attached to it, into the ground, and to 
the other end of tho string tie one of 
tho kid’s logs (changing legs* twice a 
day to pievent lameness).

to have good milk, a proper dairy 
apartment m which to eliminate the 
cream aud preserve its quality, and 
the application of modern uniform 
rules of butter manufacture to the 
making process. 
Only the few try to 
produce butter above the average 
grade. 
The majority are indiilerent-,v 
or partially so.

CARING FOR CREA3I. 


Milkmav be set for cream in various 
kinds of vessels and under different 
conditions. 
The poorest method is to 
set in shallow tin pans or crocks on 
pantry shelves or in a cellar. 
Milk 
thus set is exposed to a greater air 
contact than when set otherwise, and 
so is more liable to be affected by 
injurious odors, by d^eases trans­ 
mitted through the atmosphere, and 
by heat and cold. 
Milk so set will 
oftentimes rapidly sour, or in very 
cold weather may Ireeze. 
Lf it sours 
badly in summer, when skimmed, 
curds will be likely to get in the cream 
and remain more or le&s in the butter 
after churning, forming white spots, 
thereby seriously injuring the quality 
of the butter. Or if the milk or cream 
freezes, an inferior grade of butter 
will be made from it. 


If cream is to bo] secured by setting 
milk, the best plan will be to set the 
milk in round tin cans, about eight­ 
een inches deep and eight inches in 
diameter. 
If tho can is placed in ice 
water or cold spring water, to the 
height of the mule in the can, the con* 
ditions for cream separation will be 
greatly improved, especially if inside 
a refrigerator or creamer. 
This 
method helps keep the milk at a uni­ 
form temperature, and enables the 
cream to rise to best advantage. Such 
cans as these, open at the top, arc 
commonly known as “ shotgun” cans, 
and may be bought of dairy-supply 
houses, or can be made by any good 
tinner. 


These deep cans are skimmed in ono 
of two ways, either by a conical skim­ 
mer from the surface, or by means of 
a faucet or valve at the bottom of the 
can, where the skim milk is drawn off. 
In experiments at the Indiana station, 
in comparing these two methods of 


the flock returns. 
Aftor about two-

It is one of the fortunate spots 
where poverty literally has been abol­ 
ished. 
They are all agricultural, and 
till the extended fields which lie all 
around the place. 
The community 
owns, as a corporation, immense tracts 
of forest stretching for miles into the 
hills. 
I spent a whole morning rang­ 
ing through them with the keeper, 
and we passed through a noble suc­ 
cession of magnificent timber—firs, 
pinef, larches and oaks—with open 
glades in which the deer roamed, and 
all regulated by a scientific system of 
tree culture whereby these productive 
forests are extended and replenished. 
The first result of this communal 
wealth is that the citizens have no 
local taxes to pay; moreover, as the 
wood is sold at auction, they can get 
their fuel cheaply, 
and a certain 
amount is distributed gratis. Finally, 
each citizen receives from the muni­ 
cipality about §5 in gold yearly as 
profit. 
All the municipal arrange­ 
ments—town hall, streets, water sup­ 
ply 
and schools—are 
remarkably 
good, and administered with the ut­ 
most care and economv. 
There are 
other semi-socialistic enterprises car­ 
ried on, as, for instance, the ¡Dublic 
bake house, of which every citizen

bulletin t h e 
rl»e from Cairo up. The situation here 
is serious. A terrible windstorm a n d 
three-sixteenth of a n Inch- rainfall oc- 
curred Monday night, a n d t h e wind 
blew a gale yesterday. The situation 
across the river g r o w s more a l a r m i n g 
every day. The loss of life, of proper- 
ty and of live stock is frightful. 


On one little s a w dust heap, half a n 
acre square, near Tiger Tall Mill, on 
the Tennessee side, were crowded 20 
people and 100 of live stock, b u t all 
were picked u p b y one of t h e relief 
tugs a n d carried to Dyersburg. The 
crevasse 
just 
below 
town is today 
more than 1,200 feet 
wide, 
a n d the 
water is pouring 
into t h e 
country. 
Contrary to expectations, this w a t e r is 
now driving families out in t h e upper 
end of the county. 
The s t e a m e r V e r - 
ona is now near Tyler, a n d is expected 
here with another b a r g e of people and 
stock. 


A guard shot a m a n below here on 
the Arkansas levee t h e other 
night, 
whom he detected In the a c t of cutting 
the levee, a n d t h r e w his carcass in the 
river. No one k n e w his name, a n d no 
one cared. 


If the river rises six inches more It 
will sweep over t h e top of three miles 
of levee north of here, unless t h e peo- 
ple are able to keep ahead of the rise, 
which they hope to do. T h e w a t e r Is 
now 18 inches above the crown of the 
old levee. 


Every square Inch of available room 
is occupied by refugees f r o m t h e flood- 
ed districts. 
Three families a r e occu- 
pying two deserted school houses, a n d 
one family is In t h e new jail.

"In front of Memphis the river Is 
40 miles wide, h a v i n g broken 
through

only railroad

"The overflowed district as It s t a n d s 
at present extends f r o m SO miles below 
Memphis t o Point Pleasant, 150 miles 
above Bluff City.

Man ana tho jJIamiiLotli. 


A remarkable discovery was made a 
few years ago iu the sandstone rook at 
the Nevada ytate Prison. 
Tho "find" 
was considered wonderful, not only 
from ft geological standpoint, but from 
an ethnological point of view 
also. 
While the convicts at the institution 
were unearthing some huge blocks of 
stonethey uncovered some peculiar in- 
dentations in one of the slabs. 
Closer 
investigation proved that these queer 
marks were the tracks of some gigan- 
tic beast of antediluvian 
time—per- 
haps 
a mastodon or 
a 
mammoth. 
Wiien the startling intelligence was 
announced to the prison officials they 
had the sandstone slabs containing the 
tracks carefully cleaned, whereupon 
another 
wonderful 
discovery 
was 
made. 
In the same pieces of stone, 
sometimes at the side aud sometimes 
between the tracks mado by the great 
prehistoric beast, were 
a series 
of 
human footi^rints, which i^roved con- 
clusively that man and the mammoth 
lived not only at the same time and. 
in the same ago, but 
that the huge 
beast and the man had passed that 
way during the same year, and 
per- 
haps on tho same day. 
These wonder- 
ful relics of a bygone age were found 
in a quarry at a depth of about fifteen 
feet from tho surface and had 
i>re- 
viously been covered with a stratum 
composed of hundreds of tons of stone 
—the accumulation of the ages that 
had intervened between the date upon 
which the tracks were made and that 
upon which they were revealed to the 
scientists.

WELPABE OF WORKING WOLFEN. 


The Consumers' League is an or 
ganization of New York ladies inter 
ested in the welfare of working women 
and girls. 
They have 
published 
"white list" of retail houses, and in 
connection with it oiler much valuable 
advice to shoppers and salespeople. 
The league aims at the amelioration 
of tho condition of workingwomen, 
and appeals to shoppers, when annoyed 
by apparent indillerence or careless- 
ness, to consiier the hard labor, long 
hours and beggarly salaries of those 
who servo them. 
This is all very well 
considered ethically; but, as the league 
acknowledges, the saleswomen in the 
shop which, of all iuNow York, "gives 
its employes the greatest number of 
privileges, have been so notoriously 
rude in their treatment of tho public 
that ladies have given that reason for 
not patronizing i t ; " and practically 
shoppers are always irritated and often 
exasperated by the 
impertinenoe of 
the ordinary run of these attendants. 
The question of manners and consider- 
ation is of far more importance to the 
saleswomen than to the 
customers. 
The customers are not obliged to sub- 
mit to bad manners; thoy can go else- 
where. 
The bad manners of salesmen, 
and particularly of saleswomen, are one 
of the misfortunes of modern 
life. 
This criticifem is not BO true of the 
men as of the women. 
The fault of 
tho men when they try to be polite, 
eepeoially with ladies, is coaree fa- 
miliarity, 
The fault of the women is 
rudeness and indilTerenco, especially 
toward other women. 
They alfectnot 
to 
see them when they enter

store, not to hear them when they ask 
to see goods; Ibng the article 'asked 
for befere them, and resume a conver- 
sation of their own with their mates, 
making it diflicult for the customer to 
attract their attention again.

BEST US13 or STIiAM'. 


It needs a wealthy farmer to mnlco 
the best use ol straw as ^ced. 
This is 
an old saying among farmers, and its 
moral is that straw is only profitably 
fed with concentrated 
nutrition iu 
grain and oil meal, which 
wealthy 
farmers aro most likely to i)urchaso 
and feed. 
But iu these times farmers 
who aro not wealthy have begun to 
learn that to make money they must 
do as tho wealthy do, oapeciallv in 
methods of feeding their stock. What 
pays one will pay another, and no man 
is so poor that he cannot buy what 
makes really chenpor feed thrtn what 
ho grows on his own farm. 
Many a 
farmer feeds timothy hay when his 
stock would do bettor if he should sell 
that and buy wheat bran or middlings, 
with oil meal or grain, and feed this 
with cut-grain straw to furnish tho 
carbonaceous nutrition for sustaining 
animal heat. 
The carbon of hay is no 
more digestible than is that of straw, 
except that the hay has in itself more 
of the nitrogenous material required 
to make a iDerfect ration. 


i:0OT IN FOWLS, 


A poultry paper says of roup : This 
dreadful disease in tho poultry yard 
is easier prevented than cured; in 
fact, except iu its iirst etnge, I tlcem 
it unproiitable to try to triBiit it. 
Tho 
preventive is to keep strictly sanitary 
surroandinqs. 
Keep tho house clean 
and well ventilated and alwaj's avoid 
drafts. 
The first attack of roup is 
simply a severe cold, stopping ot tho 
air passages causing a squeaking or 
wheezing 
soun^l 
as 
tbey 
breathe. 
Whenever you tind a bird m that con- 
dition the lirst move to make is to re- 
move it from the flock and put it in u 
dry, w'xrm, well 
ventilated 
room. 
Then take a common sewing machine 
oil can into which put an ounco of 
camphorated sweet and ten drops of 
carbolic acid; force a little of 
this 
into each nostril 
and a few drops 
down the throat. 
If you have any o. 
the 
roup i^ills, 
give one. 
If 
no 
give a two graiu quinine pill twice 
a day and a lump of hypo-sulphate of 
soda about the sixo of a pea, also twice 
a day. 
Give plenty of freah, pure 
water to drink and feed on soft food, 
given warm. 
This is for the bird iu 
the first stages, but after the bird gats 
so bad that matter is exuded from the 
nostrils and the breathing is hard and 
difficult, the best, cheapest and only 
safe remedy is the hatchet. 
The dis- 
ease, alter it passes the lirst stage, is 
highly contagious and there is great 
danger in keeping it on the premises. 


AKTICnOKES AND HOGS. 


As I have had s^me experience in 
raising artichokes for hogp, and in 
feeding them, I will give you some 
idea of results and my method of grow- 
ing them, writes C. H. King. 


The artichokes raised were of tho 
white French variety, and were plonto-l 
about the middle of April, or as early 
as the ground coul 1 be prejjared. Ar- 
tichokes are like many other farm 
products; they will not do their besb 
tinder careless cultivation, if you raiso 
them for profit, and not for a crop of 
weeds it will pay you to cultivate them 
thoroughly. 
Any laud that issuitable 
for Irish potatoes will give good re- 
sults in artichoke-^. 
Prepare grounl 
well and plont in rows three feet apart, 
and one foot apart iu rows. 


My hogs run on clover pasture with 
access to large woods pasture bearing 
large quantities of acorns, until about 
October 1, when tbey are turned into 
tho artichokes. 
While on clover thoy 
require some corn, but after running 
m tho Held of artiolaokes for a few days 
they generally refuse corn when offered 
them, 
1 know of no way of fattening 
hogs faster or of making firmer meat 
or meat with a better llavor than this; 
besides saving tho cost of harvesting 
your hog feed. 
And, moreover, you 
can raise ns much feed on ono aoro of 
artichokes as on iivo acres of corn, 
and with less work and expense ijcr 
acre. 


Of course when the ground is frozen 
tbo hogs will eat, and must have corn; 
but at other times the only attention 
they will need is to see th^t they 
have plenty of water, and water that 
is good. 
Kot a na::ty lilthy mud pud- 
dle. 


If a second crop is desired from tho 
same ground it can bo thrown out in 
rows three'feet ajjnrt tho second spring 
and by cultivating between these rows 
to keep the ground clear, it will pro- 
duce a crop quite as good as tho first. 
If you don't wish to cultivate the same 
spot again it will produce tho secoud 
year a crop of hay that will be relished 
by cattlo though horses do not cure 
for it. 
Cows like artiohoke.s also, 
though I don't remember that I ^ver 
saw one rooting them up as the hogs 
do.—Farm, Field and Fireside.

If llie cost of marketinji ihe crop 01 
a county can be reduced by ten per 
cent, through the building of good 
roads, that county will find gnod roads 
a paying 
investment. 
Good 
roads 
once built will last almost forever, atid 
the cosl ol maintaining Ihem is rela- 
tively 
smaller 
the belter 
ihey 
are built in the first placc. 
Crops are 
marketed year after year, and the un- 
necessary expenditure of time and effort, 
the unnecessary wear and tear on wag. 
ons and harness, resulting from bad 
roads, 
repeat 
themselves 
annually. 
Money spent on good roads is an in- 
vestment which pays handsome annual 
d ^ i d e n d s . 
They are as certain, too, 
as the annual 
return ot the warm 
spring 
sunshine 
after the, Irost a n d 
snows of winter. 
Good roads are a 
most profitable investment. 


It has been estimated, that five hun- 
dred million tons of farm produce are 
hauled to market annually in the Unit- 
ed States, and thai the cost of market- 
ing it is two dollars per 
ton, or just 
about one billion dollars. 
This is not 
money paid out, but is the value of 
the time spent by farmers 
with their 
teams in marketing crops, or what these 
men and teams would have earned if 
they had been hired for cash to do this 
amount of hauling. 
T h e secretary of 
the Farmers' National congress and the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture agree in this estimate. 
They fur- 
thur agree in estimating that about 60 
per cent, of this vast amount or $600,- 
000,000 would be .-«aved each year if 
the farmers were able to do this haul- 
ing over good roads. 


This, then, is the amount of the an- 
nual mud tax to which we have been 
submitting. 
Railroads, telegraphs and 
steamboat lines have been assisted by 
the states and subsidized by the gov- 
ernment, but nothing has been 
done 
for the common country road. T h e 
farmers alone have had to build coun- 
try roads, without assistance from the 
citi'is, 
from wealthy corporations or 
from the State. 
Every citizen will be 
benefitted by the construction of good 
roads, directly a n d indirectly, a n d 
every taxpayer should 
contribute his 
share to their cost. 
No wonder the 
farmer opposes the good roads move- 
ment, if he alone is to stand " the ex- 
pense. 
H e has rightly suggested that 
he should be assisted througlv the metli 
um ot a slate road lax, under a system 
of State aid, as now employed in New 
Jersey, Connecticut and 
Massachusetts.

A CHILD'S TERRIBLE DEATH. 


CAUGTLT BY A REVOLVING SHAFT AND 
HORRIBY MANGLED. 


Catharine, the 5-year-old daughter 
of John G. Menges, the well-known 
merchant at Menges Mills, in York 
.county, met with a tragic death on 
Wednesday morning. 


The little one and her eight-year- 
sister weire playing in the warehouse 
of Mr. Menges, and it is supposed the 
children were riding upon a revolving 
upright shafting and in some manner 
unknown 
Catharine had her hair 
caught and entwined about the revolv- 
ing shaft. 
The child's scalp was torn 
entirely from its head, from the base 
of the head to about one-half inch 
above the eyes, and to it clung both 
ears. 
The left arm was broken above 
the elbow and both legs broken and 
Dr. Hoke is quoted as having stated 
that the skull was fractured. The 
body was thrown a short distance 
by the force of the revolutions. The 
child lived about three hours after the 
accident happened. 


A bill was mtrodnced in the State 
Senate last week which provides for the

In cmuitics havin.ti 150,000 in- 
habitants there will HP located all the 
year around deputies who will f;et $2,- 
000 per year, and if, in (he judgment 
of the chief cnmrnissioner, it is found 
necepsnry to hnve deputies in any other 
counties, he can appoint O^qxw, It is 
safe to say that it would be found nec- 
essary to have a deputy in every coun- 
ty—all at the expense of the Slate. It 
might be supposed that there was cry- 
irig necessity for this new commission, 
but the only duty that it will have to 
perform is to walch for violations of 
the liquor law. 
Why have we a police 
force in the Slate and a constabulary 
if they are not to waich for violations 
of the liquor ¡aw? 
And why should a 
lot of useless officers be created at an 
expense oi thousands of dollars a year, 
at a lime when the State can ill afford 
to spend uselessly one cent, just to 
keep a n eye on the violators of the 
liquor law? 
Just previous to the be- 
ginning of the present session of the 
legislature Governor Hastings 
placed 
himself on record as against the crea 
tion of any more offices in State. If 
this bill should be passed—and 
there 
IS no reason why it should—the gov 
ernor will have a chance to wield the 
veto axe, and he has repeatedly said he 
will do so. 
We want no excise com* 
missioner in ihis Stale. 
There are 
enough useless' officers now.—Harris- 
burg Telegraph. 


The thread and nedle tree of Mexi 
CO is o r e of the wonders of that coun- 
try.

strength of common six ccrd 
(hrcad, though not a bit thicker.

OROtNaNGE 


Regulating the Water 
Supply 
and the use thereof In the 
Borough of New Oxford. 


Be it cnartcd and ordained by the Bur- 
gess and Town Council of the Borough 
of Now Oxl'ord and it is, hereby, cuacted 
and ordained by authority of the same, 
that 


1» Tho ivator of the Borough Water 
Plant shall not be used by any person 
who sbull not, fi st, have obtained z per- 
mit si/çned by tho Cliairniau of the V/ater 
Committee, or some member of said Com- 
mittee duly authorized aud appointed by 
him, nor for any other purpose than shall 
be specified in such permit. 


3. 
No attachment shall be made to tho 
main pijie. or, detachment from it, ex- 
cept undor the direction and control of 
tho said Water Committee; nor shall any 
additional attachment bo made to any 
cousumcr^s service pipe for any purpose 
than that specified in tho permit, until 
the samo has been entered upon his or 
her pormjt. 


3. 
All -water rents shall be paid quar- 
ter! v. 
Failure to pay the same "witliin 
30 days after it is due may be regarded 
by the Water Committee as notice of a 
desire to discontinuo the use of the 
water, and it may dotach tho branch, or 
at its option compel payment. 


4 
Any member of the Water Com- 
mittee shall have the right, at all reason- 
able times, to enter the premises where 
water has been introduced, for any pur- 
pose connected with tlie use of the water 
and the interest of tlie said Borough. 


5. It shall be tho duty of persons 
holding a permit to keep their pipes, hy- 
drants aud fauccts in good repair, so 
thot tho M'ater may not l)o wasted. No 
consumer will lie allowed to supply water 
to others except b}"" permission of the 
Water Committee. If found so doing, 
he or she will be liable to have tho sup- 
ply stopped and the rent already paid 
forfeited. 


6. In sprinkling yavás or gardens, 
washing pavements or windows, each 
water taker must confine himself to his 
own premises. 
Hose larger than 1 inch 
will not be permitted, and sprinkling 
without a nozzle, or a laiger oponiug 
than i-inch is forbidden. 


7. 
Water from the 
fire-plugs to be 
used only in case of fire aud at no other 
time, "without special authority from the 
Water Committee ; aud if any person or 
persons shall open a fire-plug and draw 
water therefrom for any other purpose 
than that of extiDguishing an existing 
fire, he or they shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of not less than $20 nor more than 
$50. 


8. 
Any person wishing to discontinue 
the water, shall give notice thereof at 
least 10 days previous to the end of a 
quarter, otherwise rent will be charged 
for the ensuing three months. 


9. 
Any fraudulaut misrepresentations 
in regard to the use of water, or any 
willful or negligent waste of tho same 
shall be deemed a cause of forfeiture. 


10. 
Should the supply of water at any 
time be stopped for any cause, the Bor- 
ough shall not be liable for damages. 


11. Any person who shall, without 
written permission, open 
communica- 
tion with tho water main, or other ser- 
vice pipe, or tui^n the water on Avhen 
turned off by the Borough, or open, ex- 
cept in case of fire or injure any fire hy- 
drant, or cause anv contamination of the 
water supply, will, by law, be liable to 
fine and imprisonment. 


13. 
The Borough reserves the right to 
restrict the water supply generally or 
specially, as in its judgment 
may be 
found necessary. 


13. 
The box on the inside of the curb 
lino and the stop-cock on the service 
pipe, in the box, shall be under the exclu- 
sive control of tho Borough, 


14. 
Any person violating any part of 
this Ordinance and having their water 
supply cut off, b^ reason of the same, 
shall not have it restored, except by 
special permit of the said Borough.

was the largest sperm I think I ever 
saw, and probably was-good for 140 
barrels of oil. 
Tliat is a vast amount 
to get from a sperm whale, although 
from a bowhead whale one sometimes 
gets 250 barrels. 
When we struck 
this fellow he raised his tail, which 
measured about fifteen feet across, and 
made the 
water 
seethe and boil a 
moment or two ; then he went down. 
Being fast to him with irons, we paid 
out the line 
very quickly to 
keep 
from 
fioini: 
down 
with 
him, 
Preserttly 
the 
line 
grew 
slack, 
which 
means that he had 
stopped 
somewhere just beneath us. 
But the 
water was so thick with his blood that 
we were unable to see how far down 


whalo came forcibly to my mind, and 
I wondered if I was doomed to 
go 
through Jonah's experience. 
When 
the whale was lying at the ship's side 
and we were cutting him in I told tho 
boys of those feelings. 
They urged 
mc to go through the whale's throat, 
and I resolved to do so when his head 
came on deck, 
to 
demónstrale 
the 
possibility of Jonah'« experience. 
I 
did not then believe in the Bible, but 
I verified the whalo story, for when 
the head was on the deck 
I wont 
through the throat as easily as I had 
crawled through bars when a boy. 


The head containing the spermaceti 
oil is always cut from the trunk and 
hauled 
in whole. 
Of 
course 
tho 
whale's jaws como with it, and they 
measured often from eight to twelvo 
feet. 
When wo killed other whales, 
from time to time, some of the men 
lifted up the lower jaw, while tjie rest, 
one 
alter 
another, 
would 
crawl 
through the throat, not down where 
Jonah went, but to the deck. 
This -I 
did more times than I have fingers and 
toes. 
It should be remembered that 
in each case we crawled through tho 
throat of a dead whale. If, when dead, 
a whale had a throat to admit me, 
then weighing 170 pounds, what would 
be the possibility of a live, mad and 
hungry whale? 
Although a 
sperm 
whale is large, the bowhead whale is 
much larger, with a throat not only 
apable 
of swallowing a well-buift 
man, but, in my judgment, a good- 
sized horse or cow. Thus it can read- 
ily be understood how and why I am 
so emphatic in my remarks at the be- 
ginning of this article. 
I would fur- 
ther say that all the stories and learned 
opinions that have ever been devised 
and related in reterence to the inabil- 
ity of a whale to swallaw a man are 
simply absurd. 
I am a skeptic no 
longer, and, whatever men may say or 
believe 
concerning 
the 
wonderful 
whale story of the Bible, not one jot 
or tittle of it ought to be abated,mod- 
itied or left out. 


When a whale is killed he never 
dies unless his head is toward the 
sun. 
Sometimes the skies would be 
overcast when we killed a whalo, but 
when the clouds would vanish it would 
be seen that his head was toward the 
sun. 
I never knew a whale 
to do 
otherwise. 
I cannot explain it, nor 
did I ever hear it explained, but some- 
how, I have an idea that God, the cre- 
ator of this monstrous creature, has 
?iven him the instinct to turn to the 
light while he is sinking in darkness 
and death. 
Is not this a lesson to the 
higher 
creatures, teaching 
them in 
darkness and despair to keep their 
faces ever toivard the Greater Sun?—

MANAGING SnEEP MANURE.* 


The best way to manage with sheep 
in winter is to keep them at night in a 
dry and storm-proof enclosure, bed- 
ding them well to begin with, and each 
day spreading a little straw over that 
which has become wet or soiled. 
Tho 
thorough tramping which this manure 
pile will get will prevent it from heat- 
ing, so long as the weather is cold. 
But ns it receives all the liquid as.well 
as solid excrement of the sheep, this 
manure is very rich, and will heat 
rapidly as soon as it is forked up and 
thrown into heaps. 
It is usually got 
out of doors for this, as tho manure 
needs all the rain that will fall upon 
it. 
The pile should bo turned over at 
least once, so as to put tho outside of 
the heap inside, and vice versa. 
It 
will then be considerably reduced in 
bulk, and its strawy material will be 
decompoFed into mould. 
Such 
ma- 
nure will bo belter for any kind of 
crop than tho piled-up horse and cow 
manure that has been 
decomposing 
half the winter, and has in its centro 
lost much of its value by lire fauging.

winter butter making, it is necessary 
to have good milk, a proper dairy 
apartment in which to eliminate the 
cream and preserve its quality, and 
the application of modern uniform 
rules of butter manufacture to the 
making process. 
Only the few try to 
produce butter 
above 
the 
average 
grade. 
The majority are indiilerent/ 
or partially so. 


Never for a moment imagine that 
dairying will pay if ono milk pail will 
hold the yield of three cows at a single 
sitting. 
Find out 
whether such a 
condition is duo to jDoor breed, lack 
of leed, or both. 
Having located the 
cause of tho trouble, it may take a 
year or several of them to make a 
dairy yield the amouut of milk that it 
ought to. 
When this point is reached 
it is 23ossible an entirely different set 
of cows han been secured and quite

system of feeding then adopted.

The cheap tin sold on five and ten- 
cent counters is so thin a wash that it 
is readily corroded 
by tho

the milk if it sours in the vessel at alL 
Where used for holding milk the tia 
should be of XXX grado. 
This is 
more durable, stiffer and less affected 
by tho acid in sour milk. 


In general, persona striving to mako 
a fine quality of butter should have a 
cabinet creamer. 
In this the milk 
may be kept to best advantage and 
properly protected from objectionable 
odors and dirt.—Bulletin Purdue Uni- 
versity Experiment Station.

Milk may be set for cream in various 
kinds of vessels and under difterent 
conditions. 
The poorest method is to 
set in shallow tin pana or crocks on 
pantry shelves or in a cellar. 
Milk 
thus set is exposed to a greater air 
contact than when set otherwise, and 
so is more liable to be aifected by 
injurious odors, 
by d^eases 
trans- 
mitted through the atmosphere, and 
by heat and cold. 
Milk ko set will 
oftentimes rapidly sour, or in very 
cold weather may Ireeze, 
If it sours 
badly in summer, 
when 
skimmed, 
curds will be likely to get in the cream 
and remain more or le&s in tho butler 
after churning, forming white spots, 
thereby seriously injuring the quality 
of the butter. Or if tho milk or cream 
freezes, an inferior grade of butter 
will be made from it. 


If cream is to bo] secured by setting 
milk, the best plan will be to set the 
milk in round tin cans, about eight- 
een inches deeiJ and eight inches in 
diameter. 
If the can is placed iu ice 
water or cold spring water, to the 
height of the mule iu the can, tho coni- 
ditions for cream separation will be 
greatly improved, es2Jeoially if inside 
a 
refrigerator 
or 
creamer. 
This 
method helps keep the milk at a uni- 
form temperature, and enables the 
cream to rise to best advantage. 
Such 
cans as these, open at the top, arc 
commonly known as *'shotgun" cans, 
and may be bought of dairy-supply 
houses, or can be made by any good 
tinner. 


These deep cans are skimmed iu ono 
oí two ways, either by a conical skim- 
mer from tho surface, or by means of 
a faucet or valve at the bottom of the 
can, where the skim milk is drawn oíF. 
In experiments at the Indiana station,

SING SING ART CLASS. 


Imagine a great, lonj:, bare, gray 
room, its thick brick walls pierced on 
three sides by many narrow windows. 
That is the atelier in which these hum- 
ble followers of.Eaphael bend over 
their drawing boards. There are fifty 
students in coarse, striped suits. They 
¿tand at their 
work, resting their 
drawing boards on 
high tables on 
which brush fibre used to be worked. 


The atelier is a pleasant place, es- 
pecially by contrast with Jhe rest of 
the prison. Its walls hav(i been newly 
painted in a dark gray tone. 
There is 
plenty of light and fresh nir. 


The art instructor is an architectural 
draughtsman of more than ordinary

ability. 
He is serving a term of four 
years for a trifling misunderstanding 
with the law. 
He gave his first lesson 
on the morning of January 29, 
He 
has given two lessons a day since then, 
from 9 to 11 a. m., and Vrom 1 to 3 
p. m. 
His first task was to teach his 
men 
how to draw straight vertical 
lines. 
That sounds like child's play, 
of course, but let any one who thinks 
it IS easy try to draw twenty straight 
lines three inches long side by side. 
It" any of them are x>arrtllel ho may 
congratulate himself. 


The Sing Sing art students began 
their work with enthusiasm that has 
not waned. 
They drew vertical lines 
all morning and horizontal lines all 
afternoon. 
Lesson by lesson 
they 


so much as whisper without losing his 
place in the class or sufiering some 
other iDunishment. 
To bo put out of 
tho class means sitting idle in one's 
cell—something every convict dreads. 


The instructor stands at an elevated 
blackboard. 
He draws a simple tri- 
angle or square or a more complex 
figure. 
As he draws he explains what 
he is doing so every pupil may under- 
stand. 
He rei^eats the 
instruction 
once or twice. 
Then he walks up and 
down along the rows of pupils. If any 
of them finds it difficult to understand 
he asks the teacher, who promptly 
stops and explains 
everj thing 
to 
him. 


Some of the pupils have begun to 
decorate their drawing boards. 
One 
young fellow who is serving two years 
and a half for grand larceny has drawn 
a lighthouse and an attractive bit of 
the shore. 
A merry burglar, twenty- 
four years old, who is serving six 
year?, has relieved the monotony of 
waiting for lessons by portraying a 
dude, not forgetting the necessary 
cigarette and the monocle. 
A young 
New York burglar illuminates 
his 
drawings with a motto he has bor- 
rov/ed from the American Volunteers 
— "Look Up and Hope." 


A German Comniuiial Yillnge, 


A German correspondent 
write?.:* 
"A word about the commuijit;^/'^of 
Staufenberg, a 'city' of sis hundred 
inhabitants, for it maintains proudly 
the dignity of this legal designation, 
which it has held since the middle 
ages. 
It is one of the fortunate spots 
where poverty literally has been abol- 
ished. 
They are all agricultural, and 
till the extended fields which lie all 
around the place. 
The community 
owns, as a corporation, immense tracts 
of forest stretching for miles into tho 
hills, 
I spent a whole morning rang- 
ing through them with the keeiDer, 
and we passed through a noble suc- 
cession of magnificent timber—firs, 
pineF, larches and oaks—with open 
glades in which the deer roamed, and 
all regulated by a scientific system of 
tree culture whereby these productive 
forests are extended and reiDlenished. 
The first result of this communal 
wealth is that the citizens have no 
local taxes to pay; moreover, as the 
wood is sold at auction, they can get 
their fuel cheaply, 
and a certain 
amount is distributed gratis. Finally, 
each citizen receives from the muni- 
cipality about $5 in gold yearly as 
profit. 
All the municipal arrange- 
ments—town hall, streets, water sup 
ply 
and 
schools—are 
remarkably 
good, and administered with the ut- 
most care and economy. 
There are 
other semi-socialistio enterprises car- 
ried on, as, for instance, the ¡Dublio 
bake house, of which every citizen
